Interesting Coin of the Month 

1927 ‘Specimen’Buffalo Nickel 



This is a coin that shouldn’t exist, but does. It came to light 
about 20 years ago when three specimens were discovered 
together and subsequently certified by NGC as ‘Specimens.’ 
Proofs or special strikings during this era were relegated to 
certain commemoratives such as the sandblast proof Hawaiian 
half but for regular circulating coinage no proofs or special 
strikes were accomplished since 1916 (or 1917 as some will 
argue) so why do these coins exist? They are definitely 
something special as all those who have examined them are in 
complete agreement. They are fully struck with impeccable 
surfaces. There are also multiple stories as to exactly how they 
came into existence. One story has the mint experimenting with 
chrome plated dies which brings questions still as to why only 
these three coins are known. In any event, they represent a 
special event resulting in their creation and are beautiful results 
regardless of whatever process created them.

Collecting Confederate currency 
is usually a specialty for those 
individuals who have become 
familiar with their issues, but for 
those of us who have only a 
passing interest Confederate 
currency can be somewhat 
complicated. There are many 
issues which were issued by the 
Confederacy as well as hundreds 
of state issued obsoletes. This 
book addresses those issued by 
the Confederacy and makes 
understanding the issues simple. 
Anyone who has no interest 
other than possibly obtaining a 
single example, or two, will find 
this book invaluable. 

In addition to listing each note 
there is a large section at the 


beginning of the book which 
is a great history lesson about 
these colorful notes. 

There are 72 different issues 
of Confederate currency 
generally referred to as T-l to 
T-72 which are sequentially 
listed. The issuing periods 
from 1861 to 1864 are defined 
by date as well. All notes are 
shown in full color on high 
quality glossy paper. 

Varieties, counterfeits, and 
values from new to cancelled 
notes are given. Issued 
quantities for each note are 
also given.

Young Numismatist's News 


Pictured above are new designs for coins to be issued in 
2010. To the left is the reverse of the Uncoln Cent and to the 
right is the reverse of the 2010 Native American $1 Coin. 

"The cent reverse features a union shield with a scroll draped 
across it bearing the inscription EPLURIBU5UNUM ("out of 
many, one"). The 13 vertical stripes of the shield represent 
the statesjoined in one compact union to support the 
federal government, represented by the horizontal bar 
above. "The union shield, which datesbackto the 1780s, 
was used widely during the Civil War. In addition, the shield 
device is featured on frescoes throughout the hallsofthe U.S. 
Capitol Building by Constantino Brumidi, artist of the Capitol 
during Lincoln's presidency. 

"The reverse design of the $1 coin featuresan image of the 
Hiawatha Belt with 5 arrows bound together, along with the 
inscriptions UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, $1, HAUDENOSAUNEE 
and GREATLAW OF PEACE.

STRONG REVERSE 

There are three different die parings for this coin. All 
1922 cents were minted in Denver, no coins were 
made in Philadelphia in 1922. Die pair’s 1 and 3 
can show traces of the D and even on high grade ex¬ 
amples the lines in the wheat ears appear worn. Die 
pair 2 shows no traces of the mintmark and the re¬ 
verse is strong. Counterfeits will have markings or 
show evidence of tampering where the D has been 
removed. On genuine coins the second 2 in the date 
is usually weaker than the first. ANACS only recog¬ 
nizes coins from die pair 2 as true ‘no D’ coins. 
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Feature Article - Coinage of the Carson City Mint 

Nothing addsromance (yes, I said ROMANCE when talking aboutcoins) to coin collecting more 
than those three little words - CARSON CITY MINT 

It stirs thoughts of the Wild West of yesteryear-"The exploitsof'Hoss' and ' Little Joe' riding around the 
Ponderosa orgetting in trouble in Virginia City. Foreveryone youngerthan me, that wasa very 
popularly show from the 1960scalled "Bonanza." 

Usually, when we think of coinsfrom the Carson City branch ofthe United StatesMint, we thinkof 
silver do liars. Silverdollarsweren't really used anywhere outside of the western U.S. My dad told me 
about when he was in basic training during the Korean War. He was stationed at Fort Dix in New 
J ersey, and a lot ofthe guys from back east had never seen a silver do liar. Well, my dad took 
advantage of that information and had my grand mother send him silver do liars, which he sold for 
TWO do liars each. Not a bad profit at the time. It could have been a great deal a few years la ter for 
the buyers if there were any betterdate dollars in those packages. 

I decided to make myself a chart that would make iteasierto see ata glance exactly what 
denominations and what years the Carson City Mint struck coins. It was fun, and I thought I would 
share what I found: 

Years of operation: 1870 to 1893; no coins were struckfrom 1886 to 1888 when mint was operating as 
an assay office. 

Total numberof coins struck: 56,659,595 
The face value of all coins struck: $49,276,815.80 
Total numberof silvercoinsstruck: 54,786,072 
The face value of all silver coins struck: $25,448,390.80 
Total numberof gold coins struck: 1,873,523 
The face value of all gold coins struck: $23,828,425.00 
Mintages by denomination 

Dimes: 20,912,588 200: 143,290 

Quarters: 10,330,542 Halves: 5,307,627 

Dollars (Silver): Seated — 18,584; Morgan — 13,862,041; Trade — 4,211 
Half Eagles: 709,617 Eagles: 299,778

• A complete set contains 111 coins: 54 silver (including 1875 above/below bow variety dimes); 57 
gold. 

• "The only denomination struckeveryyear(exceptwhenthe mint was closed) was silver dollars. 

• Afterl878the only silvercoins struck were Morgan silver do liars. 

• Lowest minted denomination in silver 20<t (143,290); in gold: $10 (299,778) 

• Highest minted denomination in silver 10<t (20,912,588); highest minted denomination: $20 

(864,128) 

• Lowest mintage: 1871 Seated Dollar(1,376); Highest mintage: 1876 10<t (8,270,000). 

• Rarestcoin: 1873 No Arrows 104- Although 7,416 were minted, only one specimen is known. 

• Otherrarities: 1874 Arnows 10<t - 6 to 8 known; 1876 20<t -16 to 18 known. 

Conclusions and Surprises 

• "The face value a mounts of silver and gold coins struck were almost equal. 

• Although famous for its silver co in rarities, it isitsgold output that is rare - only 3%ofthe coins struck 
atthe Carson City Mint were gold! 

• Byfarthe most available coinsand easiest setto assemble are Morgan dollars. 

• Rarity and price don't always go together. Some coins that are relatively easy to find at coin 
shows or in dealer's cases (yes, Morgan Dollars) are more expensive than coins seldom seen. If 
you do your homework and are patient you can get more bang foryourbuck.
